In looking over the rolls of your department, for the months of April and May just past I 
find twenty six (26) hours overtime, and during this fiscal year now drawing to a close under 
Gov. Pollock theirs is 36 — additional hours to the above, I am urged by your men to call your 
attention to the above and respectfully requests you to bring the matter to the notice of the Hon. 
A. Loudon Snowden, Superintendent of this Mint and solicit the payment if the same, the days 
this time was made. There was one hundred and twenty eight thousand ounces of silver Ingots 
made per day, or 7 melts to each furnace, six furnaces running at the same time. This heavy work 
had to be done, in order to meet the demand for the silver dollars, by giving this request your 
prompt attention you will greatly oblige your
